Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first argues that Saunders does not 
schedule resources. The examiner disagrees. First, Applicant has used the language "at a future time" in relation to the word "reserving" 
this relationship is not found in the instant claims. The claims state "scheduling the delivery of the medical image between the data source 
and the data target on the network". As Applicant explains in the arguments made, Saunders decides which request has priority, in other 
words, it decides the scheduling of the requests, which one is done first. Secondly, Applicant argues claim 17 separately, stating that the 
combination of references does not teach or disclose "a data management service to perform network topology discovery and path 
allocation, control the data source and data target, and schedule transmission of a medical image from the data source to the data target" 
Applicant argues one interpetation of the phrase 'control the data source and the data target', however, this is not the broadest reasonable 
interpretation of "control". The broadcast center does control where the data is being sent, and thus controls what the data source and data 
target of the transmission are.. 
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
